Come With Us for an Overnight Trip on 
The Hot-Shot SF-LA Merchandise Freight 


septs A SWELL night fer this trip. 
There is going to be a bright 
moon and we're carrying 36 cars, just a 
neat train load,” Trainmaster Wayne 
Mace said as Bulletin reporters joined 
jum at Third Street station in San Fran- 
cisco. “We have just about time enough 
to look over the train before she leaves, 
so let’s go out in the yard right now.” 

The train was Southern Pacifie’s popu- 
lar Overnight that is now back in service 
after a wartime absence of four years. 
Qn timetables it is known as train 374, 
Coast Merchandise East, and 373, Coast 
Merchandise West. Reinstated on April 
I, it operates on passenger train sched- 
ules in less than 13 hours between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 

To hetter see how the Overnight oper: 
ates and how it serves communities 
along the Coast Route,-come with us on 
one of its recent runs from San Fran- 
cisco to Los Angeles. 

The last seal had been placed and the 
switch engine was busy coupling” the 


“blocks” of the Overnight when we en- 
tered the yards at 4th & Berry street 
freight station with Trainmaster Mace 
and started giving the train the once- 
over. A white triangle painted on the 
door of each car in the train told us the 
cars are regularly assigned this fast 
merchandise service. All along the train 
we were greeted by the cheerful blink- 
ing and bobbing of lanterns as car in- 
spectors methodically made their last- 
minute checks of the cars and couplings. 

As we neared the head end of the 
iain, a mammoth 4400-type locomotive 
—the kind used to haul the Daylights— 
backed down from Mission Bay round- 
house and with a gentle nudge shook 


hands with its cargo. The engineer and * 


fireman at once dropped to the ground 
for a last-minute check-up of the engine 
and ‘its appliances; a check-up that is 
more than routine, it is vitally important 
to the operation of the train. 

But time was getting short so we 
made the return trip quickly and 


reached the caboose just as Brakeman 


Charlie Hodgins received the waybills 
from Charles Ward, waybill clerk. (Most. 
waybills are dispatched by teletype, as 
explained farther on in this article, -but 
as many bills as time permits are typed 
up and accompany the train.) Hodgins 
called a cheery “All aboard” to us as he 
struck a fusee giving the highbali. We 
were hardly seated when a series of 
gentle bumps rippled through the train 
and 374 was out on time at 7:40 p.m. 


Smoothly and swiftly the Overnight 
glided through the San Francisco yard. 
Over switches and crossings, past Mis- 
sion Bay tower and on ‘to the main line 
where Engineer Harry Watson lifted his 
hand in # signal to Fireman Clarence 
Whitcomb that he was “opening ’er up.” 
Back in the caboose we felt the surge of 
p wer from the huge engine drivers and 
knew that we and our train of hot-shot 
merchandise were going to keep aur 
early-morning date 500 miles away. 


While the Overnight got under way 
our thoughts drifted to the men and 
women back at the freight oflice. Here 
another drama was being enacted that is 
vitally important to the functions of this 
store-door delivery service—prepar- 
ing bills that must be completed before 
goods can be delivered at destination. 


Speed and coordination of all who are 
associated with the handling of the Over- 
night’s cargo are essential. From the 
time a request fer pick-up is received 
until the goods are delivered at the other 
end of the run, operations move on pre- 
cise schedules. 


Pick-up Service 


A merchant in San Francisco receives 
an order from a client in Los Angeles or 
some intermediate point for goods that 
are needed the next day. Immediately 
the San Francisco dealer calls SP’s con- 
tract drayers and the merchandise is 
picked up and delivered to the freight 
sheds located at 4th & Berry streets. In 
Los Angeles goods are picked up by 
PMT trucks. At the freight sheds ship- 
ments are “blocked” or placed according 
to destination in the sheds so they can 
be loaded easily into the proper cars. 


Bills of lading are checked against 
shipments received and sent to the out- 
bound billing department. Rates ate 
computed, bills sorted according to 
blocks in the sheds and then sent to 
billing machines and teletypes to be 
made into waybills. There is not enough 
time to:make out most of the wayhills 
before the train departs and it is neces- 
sary to teletype them to destination, 
Some 700 to 800 waybills are required 
tocover ‘the shipments in one Overnight 
train. ‘As many bills as time permits are 


“made up and sent with the train and 


billing. machines furiously :grind them 
out until:departure time. All remaining

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PERISHABLE FREIGHT COURSE 


San Joaquin Division Training Program for 
New Personnel Gets Enthusiastic Response 


A SPECIAL course to help clerical 
forces in handling perishable 
freight was presented to San Joaquin 
Division men and women last month 
with highly successful results. 


The course was arranged primarily 10 
familiarize new and inexperienced per- 
sonnel with the work involved in han- 
dling the anticipated heavy movement 
of potatoes and succeeding vegetable, 
melon, ciirus, tree fruit and grape ship- 
ments. It also served to bring together 
many persons whose only prior contacts 
had been over the telephone. 

Divided into six two-hour evening 
meetings, the course extended over a 
period of two weeks. Average atten- 
dance was 55, with many points on the 
division represented. Meetings were 
held in the Bakersfield freight station 
warehouse, 

Detailed studies were made of bills of 
lading, waybills, routing instructions, 
refrigeration and ventilation, rates and 
charges, seal records and Accounting 
Department abstracts. 


One feature of the course was the in- 
spection of a newly rebuilt PFE refrig- 
erator car equipped with circulating 
fans and collapsible bulkhead. Cooling 
operations were demonstrated and in- 
structions were given in adjusting plugs 
and vents and in the proper method of 
sealing of cars. 


At the concluding session B. W. Mit- 
chell, division supt., spoke on the im- 
portance of good relationship between 
employes and shippers and cooperation 
between representatives of the various 
departments to properly handle the vol- 
ume of business. In the Bakersfield area, 
the potato acreage this year is 61,648, 
compared with 55,103 last year. Sixteen 
new packing sheds have been con- 
structed on SP to handle the increased 
acreage and it is expected that the 
movement of potatoes from the Bakers- 
field district will exceed 10,000 cars. 

Other speakers at the various meet- 
ings were R. V. Ash, station supvr; 
C. E. Wykes, dist. freight agt; Mark 
Wilson, agent; C. W. Terrill, dist. agt., 


PFE; H. D. Reynolds, chief clerk, PFE; 
and E, 0. Suggett, head accountant, 
PFE, Sacramento. 

The program was so enthusiastically 
received that consideration is being 
given to holding additional courses. 


Public Address System 
For Sacramento Shops 


A PUsLic address system installed 
for experimental purposes in the 
erecting and machine shop at Sacra- 
mento, was placed in operation April 22. 
The erecting and machine shop was 
chosen for the experiment because that 
shop has a larger number of employes 
than any other unit of the General 
Shops. 


John F. Davis, personal record clerk, 
conducted the 15-minute inaugural pro- 
gtam that originated in a special con- 
trol room on the top floor of the ad- 
ministration building and was carried 
through 14 loud speakers to all corners 
of the expansive shop. 


Introducing the public address sys- 
tem to the shop employes, Assistant 
General Superintendent of Motive 
Power S. M. Houston explained that 
it was first suggested during the latter 
months of the war by the late Superin- 
tendent of Motive Power A. B. Wilson 
as a means of furthering close associa- 
tion and coordination of effort among 
all persons engaged in shop operations. 
“We hope it will prove of interest and 
service in keeping you advised of cur- 
rent developments in the shops and of 
the progress of the company generally,” 
he said. “Beyond that, we are sure it can 
be of mutual help in promoting safety 
work.” 


Brief remarks were made also by F. E. 
Russell, Jr, recently appointed super- 
intendent of motive power, who will 
supervise operation of the public ad- 
dress sysiem. For the present, daily pro- 
grams will consist of 15 minutes of 
music, world news and comment on 
safety matters beginning at 12:15 p. m.

T&NO Lines Have Best 
Safety Record in 1945 


T? SOUTHERN PACIFIC’S T&NO 
line goes the honor of being the saf- 
est major railroad in the United States 
in 1945, according to statistics compiled 
by the Bureau of Safety of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in Wash- 
ington covering personal accidents. 

Official figures prepared by the ICC 
show that of-all rail lines in the coun- 
uy, SP’s more than 4,400 miles of rail- 
road in Texas and Louisiana won first 
place in the national safety standing 
with a ratio of 3.47 casualties per mil- 
lion man-hours in 1945, Of the 49,600,- 
000 man-hours of work performed 
during the year by a monthly average of 
18,718 men and women, there were 172 
reportable casualties, The number of 
train miles operated was 18,531,994 and 
locomotive miles 23,293,266.

Staff of New Foreign 
Freight Office Named 


NEW foreign freight agency to han- 

dle the anticipated large increase in 
foreign trade in SP’s Central Territory 
was created effective April 1. The grow- 
ing importance of water terminals in 
Northern California has accentuated 
the need for this agency to supervise ex- 
pott and import trafic, according to

Heading the agency as foreign freight 
agent is P. R. Mott, previously in charge 
of foreign freight traffic in the SF Dis- 
trict Freight Office. Mott came to SP in 
1905 and held various clerical positions 
in the GFO and DFO, SF. Since Sept. 
1921 he has had charge of foreign 
freight work in SF. 

Other personnel of the new agency 
includes V. L. Arenth, asst, foreign 
freight agent; J. E. Colthurst, city 
freight agent, and Arden Ackert, chief 
clerk, previously head clerk of diversion 
and reconsignment bureau in GFO. 

Arenth started with SP in July 1927 
as clerk in GFO, SF, and went to LA in 
1929 where he worked as district freight 
agent, chief solicitation clerk and for- 
eign clerk. Since July 1943 he has been 
asst. to freight traffic manager and has 
been closely associated with import, ex- 
port and customs work.

Rate Increase Needed 
To Meet Rising Costs 


AILROADS of the United States, 

faced with the problem of meeting 
rising transpertation costs, applied to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
April 15 for an increase in freight rates 
and the right to retain the 10 per cent 
increase in passenger fares authorized 
in the spring of 1942. 


A general and immediate increase in 
freight rates is imperative, the petition 
stated, to meet the critical situation re- 
sulting from the combination of inereas- 
ing wages of employes, increased and 
increasing prices for materials. and sup- 
‘plies, and a severe decline in the un- 
precedented trafic and revenues that 
“had carried the railroads through the 
war years on practically their prewar 
level of rates.” On the Southern Pacific 
Transportation System, the wage in- 
creases effective January 1 will amount 
tw over $43,000,000 this year. 


Although the petition estimates that 
operating revenues for this year will 
show a reduction of 23 per cent as 
compared with 1945, it is expected that 
the 1946 traffic will be well above any- 
thing experienced prior to World War 
U1. The difficulty facing the railroads, it 
was stated, is duc to “the fact that, ina 
world of greatly increasing wages and 
prices, freight rates remain on a pre- 
war level.” 

Through their petition the railroads 
propose that existing passenger fares be 
retained, and that there should be an 
increase of 25 per cent in freight rates 
generally, with certain exceptions for 
which lesser increases are sought.

Operating Results 


VOR THE three months ended March 
31, 1946, Railway Operating Reve- 
nues of Southern Pacific Transportation 
System amounted to $219,185,220, or 
$31,909,881 less than the revenues for 
the same period of 1945; a 21 per cent 
decrease. 

During the same period, Railway 
Operating Expenses were $103,392,584, 
‘ov $1,849,752 lesa than the expenses for 
the same period of last year; a 2 per 
cent decrease. 

Railway tax accruals, including $577,- 
161 for Federal taxes, and $3,523,963 for 
other taxes, totaled $4,101,124, or $23,- 
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“593,806 less than such accruals for the 
first three months of 1945, After deduct- 
ing taxes and $4,358,476 of net rentals 
for use of equipment and joint facilities, 
there was left Net Railway Operating 
Income of $7,333,036, or $5,136,544 less 
than the Net Railway Operating Income 
for the same period of 1945; a 41 per 
cent decrease. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on bonds 
and equipment trust notes in the hands 
of the public, and other fixed charges. 
For the three months ended March 31, 
1946, the final result was a Net Income 
of $3,308,354, which compares with a 
Net Income of $7,733,272 for the same 
period of last year, a decrease of $4,424,- 
918, or 57 per cent. 


ABRAMS RETIRES 
LARENCE L. ABRAMS, electrical 


engineer of Motive Power Depart- 
ment, with headquarters in San Fran- 
cisco, retired May 1 (see picture on 
page 17}, completing nearly 41 years of 
railroading, most of them with SP. 
Abrams came to SP in December, 
1918, as axle light inspector at West 
Oakland, after eight years with an east- 
ern read, and after holding several posi- 
tions in the electrical department was 
made electrical engineer on May 1, 1936. 
During his Iong service, which won 
him many friends over the railroad, 
Abrams played a major rele in the de- 
velopment of passenger car lighting from. 
the oil and Pintsch gas lights to modern 
fluorescent illumination. He was respon- 
sible for the first installation of complete 
interior fluorescent lighting of a passen- 
ger car when this type of lighting was 
introduced on Daylight cars built in 
1939. He also prominently. was identi- 


fied with the development of electric 
baggage clevators, featured exclusively 
on the Daylights, and various electrical 
installations on the Larks and City of 
San Francisco. 

In the pioneering days of air condi- 
tioning, Abrams supervised installation 
of the first equipment and was an in- 
structor for train crews in its operation. 

Abrams has been succeeded by L. H. 
Sultan, who recently returned from mi 
tary service as a lieutenant colonel (sec 
Promoted column).

waybills are teletyped on a battery of 
machines that each day, at 4 p.m., begin 
transmitting Overnight bills. 


This same procedure is followed in 
Los Angeles in dispatching the Over- 
night to San Francisco. 

While workers settled to the job of 
getting teletyped bills to destination 
ahead of us, our train was picking up 
speed and Brakeman Earle Wetterstrom, 
from his perch in the caboose cupola, 
called “all green” as we sped past Bay- 
shore tower, The placid waters of the 
San Francisco Bay rippled in the moon- 
light as we skirted the shore. Towns 
along the peninsula appeared as a con- 
tinuous string of lights as we flashed 
past them with accelerating speed. At 
8:55 we rolled into San Jose yards— 
on time. 


Here we picked up 18 cars of mer- 
chandise from the Oakland and San Jose 
areas while our read engine moved over 
and took water. With no apparent hurry- 
ing, but without wasting any time, the 
yard crews reassembled the train and as 
the watch hands moved to 9:30 we bade 
Trainmaster Mace goodby and climbed 
aboard the engine cab for the ride to 
Watsonville Junction. 

Our load now had increased to 54 cars, 
totalling 1605 tons, but there was plenty 
of power in the ‘big GS engine to put it 
over the road on schedule. 

Lights were starting to go out now as 
the countryside settled itself for the 
night. Roadside inns and motels for 
which California is famous flared up in 
occasional spots of color as we sped 


train and their destination. 
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through the fruit orchards of Santa 
Clara Valley. 

“Red order board,” called Engineer 
Watson and Head Brakeman Dick Stew- 
art stepped to the gangway to scoop up 
orders from Coyote's second trick teleg- 
rapher, F, H. Jacobs.

And we did pick it up. Once on clear 
track we fled like a scared rabbit, The 
scream of the whistle was partly lost in 
our onward rush. We were hitting sixty 
now and the light smuke from the engine 
flattened out over the trailing cars. 
“She’s got her tail over her back now,” 
yelled Stewart. 

Quickly we passed through Morgan 
Hill, Gilroy, Chittenden Pass; slowed for 
the winding road down Pajaro River, 
swept around Betabel curve and at 10:46 
rolled inte Watsonville Junction. 


Cut Out Cars 

Fourteen cars of merchandise were 
quickly cut out. Household supplies, 
foodstuffs, farm machinery, automotive 
parts and other materials for residents 
of Pacific Grove, Salinas, Santa Cruz, 
Monterey, Watsonville and the surround- 
ing area. These cars were put in another 
train for these various points where 
PMT trucks were to complete the dis- 
tribution. 

Twenty minutes after arrival, switch: 
ing had been completed, cars inspected 
and a new crew was on hand for the run 
to San Luis Obispo. 

“We have to run like fury now all the 
way into Los Angeles in order to keep 
well ahead of the Lark and that surely

makes us pretty hot stuff,” said Con- 
ductor Chester H, Dennen, settling to 
his work of checking the waybills as 374 
cleared the Watsonville yard and headed 
down the main line. “We've got a good 
crew aboard,” he continued. “Leonard 
Spangler is at the throttle and the ash- 
cat is Bob Munn. Bill Maly is head 
brakeman. The two brakemen working 
with me here are Fay Blasingame and 
Richard Feuerbacher.” 

Dennen had said, “run like fury,” and 
that is what we did. Past Camp Roberts 
sprawling in the moonlight, through the 
sleeping towns of San Miguel, site of the 
adobe mission built in 1797, and Paso 
Robles, climbing to an elevation of 995 
feet at Santa Margarita where we made 
a brief pause to pick up a helper engine 
for the climb over Santa Lucia Moun- 
tains. Once over the mountains we met 
the San Francisco-bound Overnight, then 
dropped quickly to San Luis Obispo— 
the halfway station in our journey—at 
2:38 cn the advertised. 


Switching sounds rang sharp and clear 
on the still night air as yardmen cut 
out two cars of merchandise for the 
area. These guds were to be loaded 
into waiting PMT trucks and distributed 
to merchants throughout the territory. 
Four cars were picked up by our train. 

Conductor Dennen bade us goodbye 
here and another crew of Charles Ben- 
nett, conductor; V. A. Coy and Don L. 
Walker, brakemen, hoarded the caboose. 
On the engine were Hugh Taff, engi- 
necr; Robert Autland, fireman, and Bert 
Willwirth, head brakeman. 

Along n.ost of the 120 miles of track 
between San Luis Obispo and Santa 
Barbara the railroad skirts the Pacific 
Ocean. As we streaked along to the 


thythmie click of wheels on rail joints, 
Brakeman Coy, from his perch in the 
cupola, kept up a constant chant, “all 
black!” as the semaphores, blinking a 
persistent green, flagged us on, 

As daylight broke, our train pulled 
into Santa Barbara, divisien point for 
Los Angeles and Coast divisions. With 
the same methodical speed that had 
characterized the handling of the train 
since leaving San Francisco, two cars 
were cut out for Santa Barbara and at 
5:45 am. we started on the last leg of 
our overnight trip. 

Handling the train now was Bee Ar- 
nett, conductor, with W. E. Powers and 
F.R. Connor, brakemen, in the caboose. 
On the head end were A. D. Olin, engi- 
neer; W. E, McKim, fireman, and F. O. 
Russell, head brakeman, 


Into LA—On Time 


While the countryside was awakening 
from a peaceful night's sleep, we rolled 
on through Ventura, Oxnard, Santa Sus- 
anna Mountains, Burbank and Glendale. 
Then, with a small plume of white steam 
on the engine’s dome waving in the early 
sunlight, 374 slipped along the banks of 
the Los Angeles River and into the LA 
freight station at 8:15—on schedule, 

With unhurried speed the road engine 
was cut off, the train broken and cars 
pushed into unloading platforms where 
stevedores swarmed into them, emerging 
with the cargo that was transferred di-
